Meanwhile, the company will run 
its west-bound trains out of the city 
over a railroad known as the Salt 
Lake and Los Angeles, which origi- 
nally was calculated to connect the two 
cities named, but which never got any 
farther west than Saltair Beach, on 
the shores of the great Salt Lake. 

Arrangements to that end have just 
been made, and the Short Line 
commenced to tear up the rails of the 
Utah and Nevada, the grade of which 
will be widened and made ready for 
the rails of the Leamington cut-off, 
which will be the trunk line between 
this city and Los Angeles. It is stated 
that this work will, be prosecuted with 
all vigor, and that hundreds of men 
and teams will be employed within the 
next three weeks.

ORRUPTION IN ENGLAND. 

A recent issue of the London Finan- 
cial News contains a lengthy report of 
a public inquiry into the affairs of the 
notorious London and Globe Finance 
Corporation, and its kindred companies, 
the British American Corporations 
and the Standard Exploration Com- 
pany, Limited, at the London Bank- 
ruptcy Court. It will be remembered 
that Lord Dufferin was at the head of 
this concern, although he was prob- 
ably merely a nominal he®d, and knew 
little about the details of its doings. 
His death, .which occurred a few 

weeks ago in Ireland, was doubtless 
hastened by the scandal attaching 
to the collapse of this gigantic finan- 
cial bubble. 

The disclosures made at this ex- 
amination show that manipulators of 
stock deals in the old country may 
give some points, even to our pwn 
shrewd schemers. A most astonish- 
ing ignorance of the affairs of the 
company was displayed by the direc- 
tors who were examined, all of whom 
appeared to have been mere puppets 
in the hands of the smart individual 
who played the game. One of the di- 
rectors said he was unaware of the 
fact that the company, which started 
with a nominal cash capital of £500.- 
000, had lost £491,000 in 1900, on the 
stock exchanze. He did not know 
where the money of the company was 
deposited, or invested, but said that 
“Mr. Wright seemed able to get money 
whenever he wanted it.” The chief 
accountant of the company, whem 
asked whether the directors ever saw 
tne books, replied, “Not to my knowl- 
edge. They might have seen the out- 
side of them.” 

An interesting feature of the in- 
vestigation was the disclosure of the 
relations which é@xist between newly 
formed stock companies in England 
and the financial press. It has lo 
been known to weli-informed peop! 
on this side of the water, that th 
financial press of London is about as 


corrupt as anything in the newspaper} 


line. They make scarcely any pre- 
tense of concealing the fact that trib- 
ute must -be paid to them, or a com- 
pany will be blackmailed. It appears 
that a regular tariff? has been ar- 
ranged as to the money—amounting 
in each case to thousands of dollars 
which a new company was expected 
to pay to the various, molders of 
financial opinion in the British me- 
tropolis. The method of working this 
racket was to have the representatives 
of the papers buy so many shares of 
stock in the open market, which the 
company agreed to buy back within 
few days, at a certain advance.

HE FRANCHISE FIGHT. 

Now that the lega) representatives 
of the Huntington syndicate have for- 
mally refused to accept the offer of 
the city to return to them the $158.,- 
400 which they recently deposited 
with the City Treasurer in payment 
for certain franchises which were sub- 
sequently refused them, it becomes ap- 
parent that the courts are to settle 
the questions involved. The action 
taken yesterday apparently makes ‘a 
legal contest unavoidable. This is, 
of course, to be regretted. But it is 
evident that the city must at all haz- 
ards maintain its positidn and pro- 
tect its interests. 

The Counch did well in instructing 
the Superintendent of Streets and the 
Chief of. Police to protect the streets 
of the city against invasion by the 
persons claiming to hold franchises 
under the bids recently rejected by 
unanimous vote of the Council. There 
is not much probability that these 
alleged franchises will be sustained 
by the courts. The city’s case appears 
to be impregnable, and is so held by 
the best legal advice obtainable. It 
will, of course, be defended to the 
last extremity. In the mean time, 
care must be taken that no undue ad- 
vantage be gained by those who have 
seen fit to place themselves at 
enmity toward the city, its authority, 
and its interests.

NEW SUBWAYS. 

For some two years past *work has 
been progressing quietly on the sub- 
ways which are eventually to extend 
under all the principal streets of 
Chicago. The work is being done, by 
a private corporation—the Illinois 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
Over five miles of the tunnels or sub- 
ways are already completed, and by 
the first of September next the work 
in the “down-town district,” or cen- 
tral business section, comprising some 
thirteen miles of tunnels, will be fin- 
ished. This, however, will be only a 
beginning. Before the plans of the 
company will have been completed, 
over fifty miles of tunnels will be 


throughout the city. 


The tunnels are constructed of solid | 


concrete, with walls about eighteen 
inches thick. The average depth be- 
low the surface of the streets is about 
forty feet. The larger tunnels, or 
“trunk-lines,” are twelve feet wide 
by fourteen feet high, while the side- 
bores, or laterals, are six feet in 
width by eight in hefght. Originally 
it was the intention to use the sub- 
ways for electric wires alone, but the 
franchise obtained was made broad 
enough to cover other uses, and now 
it is proposed to utilize them for 
carrying freight, newpapers, the mails, 
etc. Narrow-gauge electric roads are 
to be laid in the tunnels under the 
principal streets, so as to connect with 
all the railway stations, the principal 
newspapers offices, etc., giving quick 
transit for. all forms of light traffic 
to every part of the city. These un- 
derground arteries will carry all 
kinds of electric wires, and possibly. 
in time, gas and water mains, thouga 
such use is not at present contem- 
plated. 

Although the initial cost of this 
great retwork of underground con- 
duits will be heavy, and the cost of 
maintenance will be considerable, the 
concession obtained by Illinois 
Telephone and Telegraph pany is 
obviously one of fabulous value. 
When the system is in operation it 


in the surface streets of the city in 
a marked degree, and will greatly 
facilitate the transportation of the 
mails and of the lighter kinds of 
freight. There is no present intention 
of using the subways tor carrying 
passengers, but such use would by no 
means be out of the question, in tun- 
nels twelve feet wide by fourteen feet 
high, as are the main lines. The 
time will come, perhaps, when under- 
ground passenger railways will be 
absolutely necessary in order to ac- 
commodate the passenger traffic of the 
city. Then the use—and possible en- 
largement—of these subways, so as 
to accommodate passenger service, will 
become an imperative necessity. To 
build other subways in the streets 


practitable, for it would be necessary 
to go down about one hundred feet 
beneath the surface. 

When this great underground sys- 
tem shall have been conmleted, Ghi- 
cago will have better facilities of 
urban transportation than any other 
city in the world. It is a great en- 
terprise, and the outcome will be 
awaited with much interest. 


Representative Woods of this State 
has introduced in the House a bill 
providing for the purchase by the 
government of thebig-tree groves, and 
the conversion of the same into pub- 
lic parks, to be placed at once under 
the same laws and regulations as those 
which govern the control and main- 
tenance of the Yellowstone National 
Park, The bill authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to purchase the 
lands upon which the big-tree groves 
stand, if acceptable terms can be 
agreed upon with the owners. If the 
Secretary is unable ta purchase the 
lands within sixty days, condemnation 
proceedings arg to be at once begun 
for the acquirement of the lands by 
the government. It is to be hoped 
that the bill will become a law. These 
wonderful Sequoia groves ought to be 
preserved from destruction, and the 
only practicable way ig which this can 
be done is for the government to ac- 
quire and protect them. To permit them 
to be sacrificed to private greed would 
seem almost like sacrilege. 


It appears, from a careful estimate 
made by Deputy Engineer Walbrecht, 
that the pipes and mechanical equip- 
ment of the Highland Water Company 
is worth $22,217.68. If this estimate be 
correct, and the city should pay $110:- 
000 for the plant, it would pay §$87,- 
782.32 for the water rights and good 
will. This whole matter should be 
carefully investigated before definite 
and final action is taken.

St. Mary's River into the waters 
of Milk River in Montana.

questions from politics.” 


SECRETARY SHAW’S ADDRESS. 
WONDERS OF WESTERN WORK. 


Following Mr. Ela came Secretary 


Shaw, who spoke as follows:

NEED OF IRRIGATION. 

The only hope of a material increase 
in agricultural products is through ir- 
rigation of arid lands. There may be, 
and there are, serious objections 
against the employment of public rev- 
enues in such ways as contemplate 
permanent national participation in 
industrial or commercial enter- 
prises; but I see no objection to some 
provision that will encourage private 
capital to enter what may be made a 
most inviting field, and it seems to me 
this can be done in such a way as will 
Place those lands upon the market at 
government prices, plus the cost of ir- 
rigation, and when paid for permit the 
purchasers to become coiperative own- 
ers of the irrigation plants. I have

WHAT A CONSUL SHOULD BE. 
Harry A. Garfield of Ohio, who was 
‘warmly greeted as he arose to speak 
“Reorganization of the United 
States consular service,” delivered the 
following address: 

Mr. Garfield said in part: 

“Ih 1789 the first Consul of the United 
States was commissioned. We had 
pulation about as large as 
State of Illinois at the pres- 
ent time. In 1850, our population had 
increased to over

To the 
consulate comes the mariner, aban- 
doned malicicusly or without just catise, 
or by misfortune stranded on a for- 
There the seaman'’s 
wrongs are redresased and the payment 
of his wages enforced. To the con- 
sulate comes the destitute seamen of 
our merchant marine for relief, and 
the shipwrecked, sick and injured for 
assistance.

Not growth of population 
merely, nor even the enormous in- 
crease of our foreign commerce are 
the chief reasons why our present sys- 
tem should be changed. e reason 
lies rather in the fact that our prog- 
rees from now onward.is of a new a 
different kind, imperativeély demandi 
a kind and character of representation 
upon which our citizens may safely 
rely at all times. We can go 
armed with the might of a 
power, overbearing, insolent, degrading, 
and In the end degraded: or, we can 
go forth clothed with the majesty of 
a great nation, measuring justice with 
ual hand, preserving and censerving 
what is good and rooting out what is 
evil. Which shall it be? In no small 
degree it will depend upon the 
sentatives of our commercial life. 

“We can teach the people of the 
Orient only the evils of commercial- 
ism, or We can carry to them the 
blessings of industry, —- by con- 
ceptions of liberty, o 
equality before the law, which has 
given character and strength to our 
people. And so I repeat as we ‘od 
forth among the great nations of t 
world to take our place beside them, 
much will depend upon the character 
of our commercial representatives. 

PROPOSED REORGANIZATION.

But, mark the distinction, 
It is the system we seek to correct, not 
the servidée, and precisely becaluse for 
four years the weeding-out process has 
been going on, and experience has 
proved the wort™ of those now in the 
field do we protest against the sys- 
tem which will inevitably deprive us of 
the service we now praise. Precisely 
because the present efficiency of the 
service cannot be assured to us, the 
business men of the country demand of 
Congress the enactment of a law se- 
curing permanency of tenure during 
good behavior. As for the exceliency 


of the reports, it is not proposed to: 


change by so much as a line the method 
now pursued. The advaygte sheets will 
continue to convey to ovr farmers and 
news of opportunities 
abroad, and suggestions as to the best 
method to be pursued to secure the 
foreign markets. It is not conceiva- 
ble that experience will yield less sat- 
isfactory results than inexperience. 
Nor does it appear that four years of 
service has weakened the force or 
dampened the zeal of ‘the bright young 
lawyer,’ or the ‘enterprising journal- 
ist’ who have sacrificed themselves in 
the service of their country.
